In this case, the 
Judge said “that, as the act did nof appear 
to be known to be in existence, and as the 
defendent was in bad health, he would im 
pose a mild sentence, in the hope that there 
would be no occasion to pass sentence upon 
any others violating the same act of Assem- 
bly. If they were brought into court here- 
after they would be liable to the extreme 
penalty of the law, two years.” He sentence- 
ed the defendant to pay a fine of $1 and 
undergo 30 days imprisonment. I shall have

It is this fact which induces illiterate pretenders to 
try to imitate her and copy her advertisement She shows 
Di the likeness of your future wife, busband, or absent 
end, It is well known tothe public at lárge that she is the 
Erst and only person who can snow the likeness in reality 
and can give entire satisfaction on all the concerns of life, 
which can be tested and proved by thousands, both married 
and single, whu daily and eagerly visit her. Come one! 
some all! to No, ™* * * è * * x 


Amongst her numerous patrons who visit- 
èd her, at the above mentioned date, to have 
a peep into the future and at the same time 
a peep at their future wife or husband, was 
a rather tall, slender made man; he had 
brown hair, ruddy complexion, a big mole on 
the side of his nose, and asoldier-like walk, 
in short he had been a soldier in the British 
army. We will call him Villiam Vakefield. 

Whether Mrs. Wanhorn “saw in the cards” 
thatshe would marry the above named gentle- 
man, or she took a fancy to the bfg mole on 
the side of his nose, or to the nose itself, I 
esnnot state, suffice it to say, that after the 
pero that is the “card cutting” was 

nished, and she came to the second part of 
act, that is to let the gentleman have a peep 

at his future wife, Mrs. Wanhorn instead of 
placing a small daguerreotype of a light com- 
plexioned or dark complexioned lady, as the 
ese might be, in the little brass tube, which 
her visitors had to look in, to have a sight 
_attheir future wife or husband. In this par- 
i ticular case, she placed a small Daguerreo- 
type of herself in the tube, after the gentle- 
man had gazed some time at his intended 
wife, he took the little tube from his eye, 
looked at Mrs. Wanhorn and said, “why this 
ú you,” Mrs, Wanhorn said “if it is me, then 
ou will have to marry me.” And that was 
the beginning and the end of their courtship, 
they were married shortly after. 

As Mrs. Wanhorn had done all the court- 
iig and in short married him, instead of he 
arrying her, it was settled between them, 
at ho should ohaage his name to Mr. Wan- 


horn instead of her changing hers to Mra. 
Vakefield, and likewise, as Mr. Vakefield 
had not any means to support them when 
married to Mrs, Wanhorn, it was agreed be- 
tween them that heshould learn Astrology, 
and should go into business along with her, ` 
and she would find means for him to com- 
mence with. 

My Brother, M. A. Broughton, had new- 
ly arrived from England, when the above 
occurances took place, end Mr. Vakefield or 
rather Mr. Wanhorn, (as he had now oiang- 
ed His name) came to consult him on taking 
a course of lessons in Astrology.

From his owa 
statement, it appears that he realy believed at the time, 
that Mra. Wanhora possessed some supernatural power z 
which at any Uins, her “ little fairy spirit“ could > shuffle 
off this mortal coil’ and creep into fhe littie brass tubes. 
(like old witches used to creep through the key-hole of the 
dour,) and there present her pretty round fare to his admin 
ing gaze. While on the subject-0f showing the hkenees of 
the future wile or husband. I will here give the philosophy 
of the whole affair. The f-rtune teller, who practices that 
business, fist procures a little brasa tube abuut one itich sa 
diameter, and four inches long ; one end of the tube 18 opere 
and the other is closed, but tbe cloned end can easily be 
screwed off or on. ‘The fortune teller then goes to a Daguer 
reotypist and procures a number of small likenesses ; on: ve 
fitted in the inaide of the end of the tube then it 1a screw~ 
ed on, and the visitor puts the end that 1s open to his or her 
eye For a short wine the person looking in: annot see any- 
thing, it appears all darkness; similar to a person gomg 
from where the Sun is shining. into a room with the win- 
dow shatters cloaed; for a short time they can see nothing 
distin: Uv, until the pupil of the eye is dilated, or it has 
had time to accommodate itself to the sivall quantity ef ` 
light in the room, th n they can begin to distinguish the 
furmture around them, and fecognize the p:ctures hanging 
against the wall; so in tik ' manners person looking into 
the brass tube cannot for a short time see anything in it, 
but when the eve has had time to accommodat! its:If to the 
smali quantity of hght in the tube, they then can begin to 
distinguish the little picture at the far end, and on acı vurt 
of the person not being abie to see the bkeness when he or 
she first began to look in. it appears to have voume into the 
tube in a supernataral mawner- This is the whole secret of 
showing the likeness ofany person's future wife or busband.
